RADIO- AN  ANTEDILUVIAN  INVENTION? 

Brecht  s  THEOR  Y  OF  RADIO,  the  collective  title  for  a  series  of  essays  on  radio  written  between 
1927  and  1932,  were  written  not  only  at  a  time  when  radio  was  in  its  infancy,  but  during  a  time  as 
well  which  is  one  of  the  most  fascinating,  exciting  and  least  understood  of  all  epochs  of  German  his- 
tory-the  Weimar  Republic.  This  epoch,  the  epoch  of  a  lost  war,  a  failed  revolution,  of  an  artificially 
planted  republic  doomed  to  failure,  which  carried  the  seeds  of  Fascism  within  it  almost  from  the  mo- 
ment of  its  birth,  was,  nevertheless,  culturally  one  of  the  most  productive  eras  in  the  entire  history  of 
German  civilization.  It  was  an  age  not  only  of  the  rise  and  ultimate  triumph  of  Hitler,  Goebbels  and 
Eichmann,  but  also  of  Einstein,  Freud,  Walter  Benjamin,  Mann,  Strauss,  Hindemith,  Kurt  Tucholsky, 
Kurt  Weill  and  Lotte  Lenya,  Heideggas,  and  many,  many  others. 


I  remember  how  I  heard  about  radio  for 
the  first  time.  It  was  in  ironic  newspaper  articles 
about  an  official  radio  hurricane  that  was  about  to 
devastate  America.  Nevertheless,  one  had  the  im- 
pression of  something  not  only  fashionable  but 
really  modern. 

That  impression  disappeared  very  quick- 
ly when  radio  became  available  here,  too.  One 
wondered,  of  course,  first,  where  these  tonal  per- 
formances came  from,  but  then  this  wonder  gave 
way  to  another:  one  wondered  what  kind  of  per- 
formances were  coming  out  of  the  spheres.  It  was 
a  colossal  triumph  of  technology  to  now  be  able  to 
make  available  to  the  world  a  Vienna  Waltz  and  a 
kitchen  recipe.  From  ambush,  so  to  speak. 

An  epochical  matter,  but  for  what?  I  re- 


member an  old  tale  in  which  the  superiority  of 
western  culture  was  being  demonstrated  to  a 
Chinese.  He  asked,  "what  do  you  have,"  and  was 
told,  "railroads,  automobiles,  telephones."  "I  am 
sorry  to  have  to  tell  you,"  the  Chinese  answered 
politely,  "we  have  already  forgotten  all  that."  I 
had,  with  respect  to  radio,  immediately  the  dread- 
ful impression  that  it  was  an  unthinkably  old  in- 
stitution that  had  been  forgotten  after  the  Great 
Flood. 

It  is  an  old  custom  with  us  to  get  to  the 
bottom  of  everything,  even  of  the  shallowest  pud- 
dles if  nothing  else  is  there.  We  have  an  enormous 
number  of  things  to  get  to  the  bottom  of.  And  we 
have  very  few  people  who  are  ready  in  any  given 
case  to  resist  doing  this.  The  fact  is  that  it  is  al- 
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ways  possibilities  that  lead  us  around  by  the  nose. 
These  cities,  that  you  now  see  rising  up  all  around, 
have  undoubtedly  surprised  a  thoroughly  exhaust- 
ed, by  deed  and  misdeed  consumed  bourgeoisie. 
As  long  as  this  bourgeoisie  keeps  these  cities  in 
their  hands  they  will  continue  to  be  uninhabit- 
able. The  bourgeoisie  judges  them  solely  for  the 
prospects  that  naturally  result  from  them.  Thus 
the  monstrous  overestimation  of  all  things  and  in- 
stitutions in  which  "possibilities"  lie.  Nobody  wor- 
ries about  results.  One  sticks  simply  to  the  possi- 
bilities. The  results  of  radio  are  shameful,  its  pos- 
sibilities are  "boundless."  Therefore,  radio  is  a 
"good  thing."  It  is  a  very  bad  thing. 

If  I  believed  this  bourgeoisie  would  live 
another  hundred  years,  I  am  convinced  they  would 
still  be  babbling  about  the  "possibilities"  that  lie 
for  example  in  radio.  Such  people  who  value  radio 
do  it  because  they  see  in  it  an  object  for  which 
"something"  can  be  discovered.  They  would  be 
right  at  the  moment  "something"  would  be  dis- 
covered, on  account  of  which  radio,  if  it  were  not 
already  there,  would  have  to  be  invented.  In  these 


cities  every  kind  of  artistic  production  begins 
when  a  man  comes  to  an  artist  and  says  he  has  a 
hall.  Whereupon  the  artist  interrupts  his  work, 
which  he  had  undertaken  for  another  man  who 
had  told  him  he  had  a  megaphone.  For  the  metier 
of  the  artist  is  to  find  something  whereby  it  can  be 
excused  afterwards  on  the  grounds  that  the  hall 
and  the  megaphone  were  thoughtlessly  made.  It  is 
a  difficult  metier  and  an  unsound  production. 

I  wish  very  much  that  this  bourgeoisie,  in 
addition  to  its  invention  of  the  radio,  would  make 
another  invention— one  that  would  make  it  possi- 
ble to  preserve  radio  communications  for  all  time. 
Following  generations  would  then  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  realize  with  astonishment  how  a  caste, 
by  making  it  possible  to  say  what  they  had  to  say 
to  the  entire  globe,  made  it  possible  simultaneous- 
ly for  that  globe  to  realize  they  had  nothing  to 
say. 

A  man  who  has  something  to  say  and 
finds  nobody  to  say  it  to,  is  badly  off.  Still  worse 
off  are  listeners  who  find  nobody  who  has  any- 
thing to  say  to  them. 


RADIO  AS  AN  APPARATUS  OF  COMMUNICATION 


A    Speech    about    the    Function    of  Radio   by 
Bertolt  Brecht    1932 

Our  social  order,  which  is  anarchistic,  if 
one  can  conceive  of  an  anarchy  of  orders,  that  is,  a 
mechanical  and  relationless  chaos  of  already  large- 
ly arranged  complexes  of  public  life,  our— in  this 
sense— anarchistic  social  order  makes  it  possible  to 
make  and  utilize  discoveries  which  first  capture 
their  market,  which  must  first  prove  their  justifi- 
cation for  existence,  in  short  discoveries  which  are 
not  ordered.  Thus,  applied  science  had  advanced 
far  enough  to  bring  out  radio  at  a  time  that  society 
had  not  advanced  far  enough  to  receive  it.  It  was 
not  the  public  that  had  waited  for  radio,  but  ra- 
dio that  waited  for  the  public,  and  to  portray  the 


situation  of  radio  still  more  clearly:  it  was  not  raw 
materials  that  waited  because  of  a  public  need  for 
methods  of  production,  but  methods  of  produc- 
tion which  looked  anxiously  about  for  raw  materi- 
als. One  suddenly  had  the  possibility  to  say  every- 
thing to  everybody,  but  one  had,  when  one  consid- 
ered it,  nothing  to  say.  And  who  was  everybody? 
At  first  they  took  care  of  the  problem  by  simply 
not  thinking  about  it.  They  looked  about  where 
something  was  being  said  to  somebody  or  other, 
and  merely  tried  to  force  their  way  in  competitive- 
ly and  say  something  to  somebody  or  other.  That 
was  radio  in  its  first  phase  as  substitute.  As  sub- 
stitute for  the  theatre,  opera  concert,  lecture, 
cocktail  music,  the  local  section  A  the  press  and 
so  on. 
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From  the  beginning  radio  has  imitated  al- 
most every  existing  institution  that  has  had  any- 
thing at  all  to  do  with  the  spoken  or  sung  word:  an 
unignorable  confusion  arose  in  the  Tower  of 
Babel.  It  was  possible  to  learn  in  this  acoustic  de- 
partment store  how  to  raise  chickens  in  English  to 
the  strains  of  the  Pilgrim  Choir,  and  the  lesson  was 
as  cheap  as  tap  water.  This  was  the  golden  youth 
of  our  patient.  I  do  not  know  if  it  is  already  over, 
but  if  it  is,  even  this  youth,  who  did  not  have  to 
show  any  kind  of  Certificate  of  Qualification  in 
order  to  be  born,  will  still  at  least  have  to  look 
around  later  for  a  goal  in  life.  In  the  same  way 
people  ask  themselves  only  in  riper  years,  when 
they  have  lost  their  innocence,  why  they  are  actu- 
ally in  this  world. 

As  for  the  goal  of  life  of  radio,  it  cannot 
be,  in  my  opinion,  merely  to  beautify  public  life. 
It  has  not  only  shown  little  aptitude  for  this,  also 
our  public  life  demonstrates  unfortunately  little 
aptitude  for  beautification.  I  am  not  opposed  if  re- 
ceivers are  built  into  Unemployment  Offices  and 
prisons  now  as  well  (it  is  apparently  thought  that 
the  length  of  life  of  these  institutions  can  be  ex- 
tended cheaply  this  way),  but  it  cannot  be  the 
main  task  of  radio  to  install  receivers  under  brid- 
ges as  well,  even  if  it  is  a  noble  gesture  to  provide 
the  minimum  at  least  to  those  who  wish  to  pass 
their  nights  there,  that  is,  a  performance  of  the 
Meistersinger.  Here,  tact  is  necessary.  Radio  also 
does  not  suffice  in  my  opinion  as  a  method  of  re- 
storing the  home  and  making  family  life  again  pos- 
sible, in  the  course  of  which  it  can  safely  be  ques- 
tioned whether  that  which  it  cannot  achieve  is  act- 
ually desirable.  But  quite  aside  from  its  doubtful 
functions  (whoever  brings  much  will  bring  nothing 
for  anybody),  radio  has  one  side  where  it  should 
have  two.  It  is  a  pure  apparatus  of  distribution,  it 
merely  disseminates. 


And  in  order  to  become  positive  now, 
that  is,  in  order  to  ferret  out  the  positive  in  radio, 
a  suggestion  for  the  transformation  of  radio:  radio 
must  be  changed  from  an  apparatus  of  distribution 
to  an  apparatus  of  communication.  Radio  would 
be  the  most  wonderful  apparatus  of  communica- 
tion imaginable  in  public  life,  a  huge  canal  system, 
that  is,  it  would  be  such  if  it  were  capable  not  only 
of  transmitting  but  of  receiving,  of  allowing  the 
listener  not  only  to  hear  but  to  speak,  and  did  not 
isolate  him  but  brought  him  into  contact.  Radio 
would  accordingly  have  to  rise  above  the  roll  of 


provision  and  organize  the  listener  as  provider.  For 
that  reason  all  efforts  of  radio  to  impart  to  public 
affairs  a  really  public  character  are  positive.  Our 
government  needs  the  activity  of  radio  just  as 
much  as  our  administration  of  justice.  Where  gov- 
ernment or  justice  oppose  such  activities  of  radio 
they  are  afraid  and  are  fit  only  for  times  prior  to 
the  invention  of  radio,  if  not  gunpowder.  I  know 
as  little  as  you  the  duties  of  say  the  Chief  of  State; 
it  is  the  affair  of  radio  to  make  them  clear  to  me, 
but  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  highest  official  to 
inform  the  nation  about  his  activities  and  their 
justification.  The  task  of  radio  is  of  course  not  ex- 
hausted by  the  passing  along  of  these  reports.  It 
must  in  addition  organize  this  collection  of  re- 
ports, that  is,  to  change  the  rulers'  reports  into  an- 
swers of  the  subjects'  questions.  Radio  must  make 
this  exchange  possible.  It  alone  can  arrange  the 
great  discussions  of  business  and  consumers  about 
the  standardization  of  commodities,  the  debates 
about  rising  bread  prices,  the  disputes  of  the  com- 
munes. If  you  should  think  this  is  Utopian,  then  I 
would  ask  you  to  consider  why  it  is  Utopian. 


But  whatever  radio  undertakes,  it  must  be 
its  task  to  oppose  that  ineffectuality  which  makes 
almost  all  our  public  institutions  so  ridiculous. 

We  have  an  ineffectual  literature  that  not 
only  strives  to  have  no  effect  itself,  but  tries  as 
hard  as  possible  to  neutralize  its  readers  by  por- 
traying everything  and  all  conditions  without  their 
effects.  We  have  ineffectual  institutions  of  learning 
which  strive  anxiously  to  arrange  an  education  of 
no  effect  at  all  and  which  is  the  effect  of  nothing. 
All  of  our  ideology  forming  institutions  see  their 
main  tasks  in  keeping  the  roll  of  ideology  ineffect- 
ual, corresponding  to  a  conception  of  culture  ac- 
cording to  which  the  formation  of  culture  is  al- 
ready concluded,  it  requiring  no  continuous  crea- 
tive effort.  It  is  not  to  be  questioned  here  in  whose 
interest  these  institutions  are  to  be  ineffectual,  but 
when  a  technical  invention  of  such  natural  suitabil- 
ity for  a  decisive  social  function  is  met  with  such 
anxious  efforts  to  keep  it  ineffectual  by  means  of 
the  most  harmless  amusements,  then  the  question 
must  certainly  raise  itself  irresistably  whether 
there  is  then  no  possibility  at  all  to  meet  the  pow- 
ers of  exclusion  with  an  organization  of  the  ex- 
cluded. The  smallest  advance  along  this  line  would 
immediately  have  to  have  a  natural  success  which 
would  be  far  greater  than  all  entertainments  of  a 
culinary  character.  Every  campaign  with  a  clear  ef- 
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feet,  that  is,  every  campaign  that  really  grasps  at 
reality,  which  has  as  its  goal  the  changing  of  real- 
ity, even  if  in  points  of  modest  meaning-as  per- 
haps with  the  disposal  of  public  buildings,  would 
secure  a  completely  different,  incomparably  deep- 
er effect  for  radio  and  lend  to  it  a  completely  dif- 
ferent social  meaning  than  its  present  purely  dec- 
orative position.  Concerning  the  training  techni- 
ques necessary  to  all  such  undertakings,  they 
would  orient  themselves  to  the  main  task  that  the 
public  must  not  only  be  taught,  but  must  also 
teach. 

It  is  a  formal  task  of  radio  to  give  these 
instructive  undertakings  an  interesting  character, 
thus  to  make  interests  interesting.  A  part,  especial- 
ly that  part  intended  for  youth,  can  even  be 
shaped  artistically.  To  this  effort  of  radio  to  shape 
instructive  material  artistically  would  correspond 
the  efforts  of  modern  art  which  want  to  lend  art 
an  instructive  character. 


The  error— for  some  a  very  useful  error— is 
not  to  be  removed  from  the  real  function  of  radio 
through  aesthetic  insight.  1  could  say  to  you  per- 
haps that  the  application  of  the  theoretical  con- 
clusions of  modern  drama,  namely  of  epic  drama, 
could  produce  extremely  fruitful  results  in  the 
area  of  radio. 

Nothing  is  less  suitable  than  the  old  op- 
era, which  aims  at  the  production  of  a  drunken 
condition,  for  it  meets  the  lone  man  at  the  re- 
ceiver, and  of  all  alcoholic  excesses  nothing  is 
more  dangerous  than  the  secret  boozer. 

Too,  the  old  drama  of  Shakespearean  dra- 
maturgy is  almost  unusable  for  radio,  for  at  the  re- 
ceiver is  a  single  and  isolated  person  instead  of  a 
crowd  brought  into  contact  in  order  to  invest  feel- 
ings, sympathies,  and  hopes  which  have  only  the 
purpose  of  giving  an  opportunity  to  the  dramatic 
individual  to  express  himself. 

Epic  drama  with  its  number  character,  its 
separation  of  the  elements,  thus  of  the  picture 
from  the  word  and  the  words  from  the  music,  es- 
pecially however  its  instructive  attitude,  would 
have  an  endless  quantity  of  practical  uses  for  ra- 
dio. But  its  purely  aesthetic  application  would  lead 


only  to  a  new  fashion,  and  we  have  old  fashions 
enough!  If  the  theatre  would  yield  to  epic  drama, 
to  the  educational-documentary  presentation,  ra- 
dio could  develop  an  entirely  new  form  of  propa- 
ganda for  the  theatre,  i.e.  real  information,  indis- 
pensable information.  Such  a  commentary,  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  theatre,  a  complete, 
equally  valuable  supplement  to  the  play  itself 
could  develop  completely  new  forms  and  so  forth. 
A  direct  collaboration  between  theatrical  and  ra- 
dio performances  could  also  be  arranged.  Radio 
could  out  of  the  meeting-like  collective  perform- 
ances of  the  didactic  plays,  lead  the  decisions  and 
productions  of  the  audience  in  public  and  so  forth. 


I'll  not  develop  this  andsoforth  further, 
will  intentionally  not  speak  of  the  possibilities  of 
separating  opera  from  drama,  and  both  from  the 
radio  play,  or  solve  similar  aesthetic  questions,  al- 
though I  know  you  perhaps  expect  this  from  me, 
since  you  intend  to  sell  art  by  means  of  your  ap- 
paratus. But  to  be  marketable  art  must  first  be 
saleable.  And  I  would  sooner  sell  nothing  to  you, 
but  rather  only  formulate  the  principle  suggestion: 
to  make  of  radio  a  communications  apparatus  for 
public  life.  This  is  an  innovation,  a  suggestion 
which  seems  Utopian  and  which  I  myself  charac- 
terize as  Utopian  when  I  say,  radio  could,  or, 
theatre  could.  I  know  that  the  great  institutions 
cannot  do  everything  they  could  do,  not  even 
everything  they  want  to  do.  By  us  they  want  to  be 
supplied,  renewed,  to  be  kept  alive  by  innovations. 

But  it  is  in  no  way  our  task  to  renew  the 
ideological  institutions  on  the  basis  of  the  given  so- 
cial order  through  innovations,  rather  through  our 
innovations  it  is  our  task  to  shake  them  at  their 
foundations.  So,  for  innovations,  against  renewal! 
Through  continuing,  never  ceasing  suggestions  for 
the  better  usage  of  this  apparatus  in  the  interest 
of  the  general  public  we  must  shake  the  social 
foundations  of  this  apparatus,  to  discuss  its  use  in 
the  interest  of  the  few. 

Unrealizable  in  this  social  order,  reali- 
zable in  another,  these  proposals,  which  are,  after 
all,  only  the  natural  consequences  of  technical  de- 
velopment, help  toward  the  propagation  and  shap- 
ing of  that  other  system. 
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SUGGESTIONS  TO  THE  MANAGER  OF  A  RADIO  STATION 


December  27,  1927 

In  my  opinion  you  should  try  to  make  a 
really  democratic  thing  of  radio.  In  this  respect 
you  would  for  example  make  great  progress  if,  for 
this  wonderful  apparatus  of  distribution  that  is 
yours  to  use,  you  would  give  up  producing  only 
yourself,  and  instead  run  actual  events  by  simply 
recording  them  and  in  special  cases  by  skilled  con- 
densation. It  is  quite  understandable  that  people 
who  suddenly  get  such  equipment  in  their  hands 
immediately  want  to  organize  something  in  order 
to  create  material  for  themselves.  I  have  always 
watched  with  quiet  sorrow  in  films,  Egyptian 
Pyramids  and  Indian  Rajah  Palaces  running  to 
Neubabelsberg  in  order  to  be  photographed  by  a 
device  that  could  easily  be  packed  into  a  rucksack. 
I  mean,  then,  you  must  approach  real  events  more 
closely,  and  not  restrict  yourself  to  reproductions 
or  reports.  You  must  approach  important  parlia- 
mentary sessions  and  above  all  great  trials.  Since 
this  would  represent  a  great  advance  there  will  cer- 
tainly be  a  series  of  laws  to  try  to  prevent  this. 
You  must  turn  to  the  public  to  abolish  these  laws. 
The  fear  of  the  members  of  Parliament  to  be  heard 
in  the  entire  Reich  is,  since  it  is  entirely  justified, 
not  to  be  underestimated,  but  they  must  defeat  it 
as  well  as  the  fear  I  believe  certain  courts  would 
express  about  having  to  come  to  their  decisions  in 
front  of  the  entire  nation.  Moreover,  you  could  ar- 
range, instead  of  dead  reports,  real  interviews  be- 
fore your  microphones,  which  would  give  the  in- 
terrogated person  less  chance  to  think  out  careful 
lies,  as  they  now  can  for  the  newspapers.  Very  im- 
portant would  be  debates  between  distinguished 
experts.  You  could  arrange  lectures  with  discus- 
sions in  any  area,  great  or  small.  But  you  must  em- 
phasize these  events  clearly  over  the  gray  monot- 
ony of  the  daily  menu  of  background  music  and 


language  courses. 

As  far  as  productions  for  radio  are  con- 
cerned, they  should  come,  as  has  already  been 
said,  only  in  second  place,  but  for  all  that  be 
greatly  intensified.  Seldom  is  anything  heard  about 
the  work  of  really  important  musicians  for  your 
institute.  It  is  of  no  value  at  all  to  let  works  by 
them  be  heard  occasionally  in  concerts  and  to  ask 
their  assistant  occasionally  for  background  music 
to  radio  plays;  their  works  must  be  presented  in 
their  fundamental  significance,  and  they  must  be 
works  done  by  them  especially  for  radio.  Concern- 
ing the  radio  play,  interesting  experiments  have 
actually  been  undertaken  by  Alfred  Braun.  The 
acoustic  novel  attempted  by  Arnolt  Bronnen  must 
be  tested  and  these  attempts  must  be  continued  by 
others.  Furthermore,  only  the  very  best  people 
should  be  included  in  this.  The  great  epic  novelist 
Alfred  Doblin  lives  at  Frankfurter  Alle  244  (Ber- 
lin). I  can  tell  you,  however,  in  advance  that  all 
these  experiments  will  flounder  on  the  really  ri- 
diculous and  shabby  fees  that  the  Radio  Hour  has 
to  give  for  such  cultural  purposes.  In  contrast  to 
the  quite  respectable  pay  for  actors  and  other 
speakers,  literary  fees  are  so  bad  that  such  works 
cannot  take  place  exclusively  for  radio,  for  any 
length  of  time.  In  time  you  must  certainly  also 
create  a  kind  of  repertoire,  that  is,  you  must  per- 
form plays  at  certain  intervals,  let  us  say  annually. 

You  must  equip  a  studio.  Without  exper- 
imentation it  is  simply  not  possible  to  make  full 
use  of  your  equipment,  or  to  evaluate  completely 
what  is  done  for  it. 

Especially  for  the  last  two  points  of  my 
suggestions,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  you  ac- 
count publically  for  the  fantastic  sums  radio 
takes  in  and  explain  the  use  of  the  public  money 
down  to  the  last  penny.

ON  THE  CABLE 


Community  antenna  distribution  systems 
started  getting  wired  up  in  the  early  fifties.  This 
year,  the  state  of  the  industry  covers  2,600  fran- 
chises cable-feeding  to  five  million  homes. 

A  cable  installed  in  your  home  is  just  a 
very  long  antenna  lead  in  wire.  Instead  of  an  an- 
tenna lead  in  from  your  roof,  it  leads  in  from  the 
company's  antenna  .  .  .  situated,  ideally,  where  the 
best  signals  are.  The  Berkeley  system  for  example 
has  their  master  antenna  on  Grizzly  Peak.  About 
200,000  homes  are  now  subscribing  to  40  CATV 
systems  in  the  Bay  Area. 

The  cable  signal  reaching  a  T.V.  set  nor- 
mally provides  enough  gain  to  eliminate  ghosts, 
stabilize  color  and  take  the  snow  out  of  marginal 
stations.  Briefly,  thats  what  you  get  for  the  $5  a 
month  antenna  rental. 

Rather  than  an  endorsement  of  vivid 
color  reruns,  our  concern  lies  with  the  cable  an- 
tenna distribution  of  FM.  Radio  transmissions  on 
the  FM  band  get  disturbed  and  reflected  in  the 
same  manner  as  television  signals.  A  central  an- 
tenna for  thousands  of  homes  offers  an  improved 
FM  stereo  signal  as  well  as  the  T.V.  signal. 


Cable  franchise  operators  found  they 
could  offer  10  to  20  FM  signals  in  the  same  space 
as  one  television  signal.  With  cable  technology  able 
to  handle  20  to  40  T.V.  channels,  without  that 
many  stations  in  one  city,  some  system  operators 
have  added  local  FM  stations  on  one  of  the  T.V. 
channels.  That  cable  connected  to  your  FM  re- 
ceiver offers  a  very  reliable  signal  and,  for  many 
KPFA  subscribers  in  the  hills  and  farther  out,  con- 
sistent quality  service. 

We've  been  contacting  Bay  Area  systems 
and  have  found  three  quarters  of  them  distributing 
the  KPFA  signal.  Most  of  the  systems  are  charging 
an  additional  dollar  a  month  for  the  FM  cable.  In 
areas  of  marginal  KPFA  reception,  FM  cable  ser- 
vice could  certainly  answer  the  need. 

One  sidenote  of  interest  generated  by  the 
multi-channel  capabilities  of  cable  distribution  is 
the  FCC  ruling  requiring  each  system  to  provide 
non-commercial  "public  access"  time.  Not  unlike 
portions  of  KPFA's  program  orientation,  cable 
operators  will  be  making  available  facilities  and 
program  time  for  persons  and  groups  wanting  1o 
make  their  positions  known.

HOLY,  HOLY,  HOLY:  Antheil's  Magic  Lacunae 
On  April  10,  1927  (45  years  ago  tonight), 
George  Antheil's  Ballet  Mecanique,  scored  for  mul- 
tiple pianos  and  percussion  (including  airplane  pro- 
pellers and  electric  doorbells)  was  given  its  Ameri- 
can premiere  at  Carnegie  Hall.  A  recent  discovery 
by  Mrs.  George  Antheil  of  Los  Angeles  and 
KPFA's  Charles  Amirkhanian  sheds  extraordinary 
light  on  the  genius  of  Antheil's  early  music.  Gath- 
ering dust  on  the  shelves  of  Mrs.  Antheil's  archives 
has  been  a  set  of  three  player  piano  rolls  of  the 
Ballet  Mecanique  in  its  original  35 -minute  version 
(twice  the  duration  of  the  1953  revision  which  is 
known  through  current  recordings  and  perform- 
ances). This  document,  realized  mechanically  by 


the  Pleyela  Company  to  Antheil's  carefully  notat- 
ed  specifications,  conforms  to  the  original  1924 
version  of  the  work  and  contains  evidence  of  a  mu- 
sicologically  significant  re-discovery:  Antheil  was 
the  first  composer  in  music  history  to  incorporate 
lengthy  silences  as  compositional  material  within  a 
movement  of  a  piece  of  music.  The  effect  is  hyp- 
notic-here  are  driving,  rapid,  mechanically-precise 
rhythms  and  throbbing  assaults  on  every  key  of 
the  instrument,  frighteningly  juxtaposed  with  son- 
ic vacuums.
